REMARKS 

Claims 

Claims 1, 5-14, 42, and 61-70 are currently under consideration with claims 44-50 
previously withdrawn from consideration due to restriction/election. Claims 2-4, 15-41, 43 and 
51-60 are cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer. 

The allowability of claims 1, 5-14, and 61-70 is gratefully acknowledged. 

Reioinder 

Applicants reserve the right to request rejoinder of method claim 44 along with claims 
45-47 and 50, which directly depend on claim 44 and are directed to a method of using the 
polypeptide molecule(s) of the instant invention, as claimed in present claim 42. "If a product 
claim is found allowable, process claims that depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of the patentable product may be rejoined?' See, "Rejoinder" MPEP §806.05. 

Claim amendments and the rejection under §1 12, 111 

Applicants respectfully disagree with the PTO's contention that the claim term "about" 
introduces new matter, insofar as the term is routinely used in the field of biochemistry and that 
the recitation of additional features (for example, amino acid residue 290 of SEQ ED NO: 4 along 
with PD- 1 binding properties) provides adequate description for the molecules claimed therein. 
However, in order to facilitate prosecution, claim 42 has been amended. The rejection is moot in 
view of the amendments. Support for the amendment can be found at page 9, lines 22-24 of the 
specification (see, page 3, \A of the present Office Action) and the disclosure contained in the 
sequence listing page. 

Claim 1 has been amended to use language in accordance with conventional US practice. 
It is respectfully submitted that the claim amendments do not add new matter. 

In view of the above-mentioned arguments and amendments, it is respectfully submitted 
that the claims in the application are in condition for allowance.
